EDITORIAL 


The welcome announcements 
concerning the revival of the Soc- 
ceroos and the intense campaign- 
ing set up for their youth counter- 
parts has produced an intense 
feeling of well-being amongst the 
public. 

But genuine rebuilding is one thing, 
and euphoria, so easily blown around 
on the wind, in another. 

The fans will be closely watching to 
see that the Australian squad of 1982 
and 1983 has a willingness to die for the 
country, and not the erzatz approach 
that distinguished 1981 performances 
from all previous efforts. 

Upon that attitude will depend much 

Australia’s success. 

So far as opponents are concerned, 
the apparent decision to concentrate on 
New Zealand, Asia and the wider 
reaches of the Pacific has merit. 

Television links can be confirmed and 
in other cases established. In addition 
Australia must more firmly become part 
of the geographical area in which des- 
tiny has placed us. We must not.be 
merely an adjunct of Europe. 

At the same time neither the players 
nor the public can be fed with a diet that 
is continually just second-best. We 
need a supply of the great teams of 
Europe, whether they be national or 
club sides. 

But if the Australian Soccer Federa- 
tion thinks that a diet of internationals is 
the extent of their responsibilities — 
and the tendency seems to be that way 
— then they have missed the main point 
altogether. i 

No country will ever have worthwile 
football if it does not have vital and 
successful club competitions at top 
level. Unless we build properly in this 
sphere then efforts to build Soccer in 
Australia will be in vain. 

There are concrete reasons to con- 
tend that the success of the national 
and State leagues will have more effect 
on Soccer's future than any other 
factor. 

The approach of the Australian Soc- 
cer Federation to this surely self-evident 
fact must be carefully monitored and 
assessed.

And Les Scheinflug’s 
new Socceroos should be 
no exception to this feature 
of our national team play. 

In fact, looking at the 
defensive members in the 
squad, it promises to -be 
one of the best ever. 

The players included 
have mobility and speed 
and the know-how to 
mount a rearguard action in 
keeping with the best Au- 
stralian tradition. 

This week I asked coach 
Scheinflug what his defen- 
sive plans are and how he is 
going to organise this sec- 
tion of his team. 

With typical forthright 
honesty, Scheinflug had no 
hesitation in divulging his 
plans for the campaign 
ahead. 


“I plan to adopt the zon- 
al system up until the last 
30 metres out from our go- 
al, when we will then 
change to a strict man-to- 
man marking system,” 
Scheinflug disclosed. 

“T have studied our play 
very thoroughly and feel 
this is the best system for us 
to adopt. 

“T have plumped for this 
method “o fit ager’ the 
style of our players and feel 
this suits them best." 

This is good thinking on 
the national coach’s 
and is a combination of the 
recognised two basic defen- 
sive systems — zonal mark- 
ing and man-to-man 
marking. 

Zonal marking means 
defenders pick up and mark 
opponents who are in their 
area. Man-to-man marking 
is played with a free man — 
a sweeper or a libero at the 
back. 


However, despite his 
plans, coach Scheinflug 
realises that no defensive 
system can be rigid throu- 
ghout a game and latitude 
must be used, depending 
on the tactics of the opposi- 
tion. 

The main point in any 
defensive set-up is to stop 
the opposition. 

Stop them effectively, so

Soccer is a phenomenon which has taken 
Australia unawares. 

Coming as a schoolboy to Victoria from overseas 
more than 40 years ago, | brought with me the belief 
that football meant either Soccer or Rugger. But when | 
arrived in Melbourne, the meanin shenesas suddenly 
the only known game was Australian Rules. | was told 
that it had grown out of a game played in Geelong in the 
1850s whose main characteristic was that it had very few 
rules; or at least that the players knew very few of them. 

Some ill-intentioned New South Welshmen would 
aye nothing has changed in the past 130 years. 

ictorian folk-lore is that Australian Rules was in- 
vented by Harrison and Wills, who decided that what 
they saw as the alternative, Rugby, was a game “‘unsuit- 
able for grown men engaged in making a living’’; and in 
1890 Rugby Union, as Blayed in Sydney, was described 
as “brutal and barbaric’ by some who, of course, had 
not seen present-day Rugby League! 

And so the battle of those two codes continues; one 
of their features is their intensely regional quality. 
Australians are perhaps one of the most homogenous 
of peoples; the Western Australian speaks, eats and 
dresses much like the Tasmanian or the Queenslander. 
But get them on the topic of football and they quickly 
sort themselves out! 

And that is the magic of Soccer; it’s a truly national 
game of FOOTball, played with feet and not with hands, 
with high skill and a quick mind and with a ball which all 
you right-minded ladies and gentlemen will, | am sure, 
cau to be just the shape that God intended footballs 
to be. 

It must surely have been the ancient game of Soccer 
which, almost 700 years ago, nearly spoilt a good fight 
between the English and the Scots. When, in 1297, 
Edward I’s Enlls troops met Wallace’s Scots, Edward | 
had great difficulty in persuading his north country 
levies that they were there to fight the Scots and not to 
play football with them. 

There is no trouble like that nowadays; Scottish 
Soccer supporters annually invade London and war 
breaks out as soon as they are off the train! 

Ancient or not, Soccer is now played in all States and 
both Territories and the PSL competition reaches four 
States and Canberra, with Tasmania and Western Au- 
stralia well in the sights. Almost 400,000 school-age 
Soccer players can’t be wrong. It’s their enthusiasm for 
the game that makes Soccer the phenomenon it is 
today. 

One thing they are certainly right about is that the 
game is truly international. By that | dont mean just that 
it’s played in 147 countries of the world. That's impor- 
tant, but perhaps more importantly for our Australian 
community is that its players know no national or ethnic 
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TIONAL 


boundaries. 

If we are looking in our Australian community, as we 
should be, for common interests to help break down 
barriers between old and new Australians, then Soccer 
is certainly one game that does so. No migrant, from 
wherever he comes, is a stranger to Soccer and in a 
strange land where Christmas comes in mid-summer 
and trees never lose their leaves, it's comforting to 
know that some things at least are familiar. And when 
Italy this year won the World Cup, Australians of Italian 
origin of course celebrated, but so too did countless 
other Australians, because they wanted to share in the 
joy of their fellow Australians. This gave to the celebra- 
tions a special flavour of our evolving community. 

Like everything today, competitive team sport on a 
large scale needs organisation and money to support 
that organisation. Soccer is fortunate in having found 
valuable financial sponsorship and support and in 
having enthusiastic organisers in those who run the 
PSL. 


And, as well, any modern mass-audience sport also 
needs sportswriters and photographers, and the 
support of the electronic media, and this dinner tonight 
is once again proof that in the members of the ASPA, 
Australian Soccer has them nationwide, not just jour- 
nalists but Soccer enthusiasts to boot. 

Thank you for asking me here tonight. | am honoured 
to be here and will feel more honoured still when 
Australia’s team wins the 1986 World Cup.
